Helmet Resisis Kifle Bullets 


Effectiveness of the New Head Pro- 
tection Is Demonstrated 


In a recent issue of the Scientific 
American, Edward C, Crossman tells 
how, one day during the first year of 
the war, two mysterious strangers 
appeared at the testing station of a 
big American manufacturer of cx- 
plosives with a steel helmet which 
they wished to have proved with’ a 
service rifle, A marksman obligingly 
produced a regulation United States 
army Springfield and at a distance of, 


80 yards drilled a nice little round 
hole through the helinct, ‘The hol- 
met men thanked the rifleman and 
left, Five or six times after this 
they returned and submitted their 
helmet to a similar test, and ‘each 


time the steel was neatly perforated. ; 
Finally a helmet was produced by 
tha visitors—they came, it develop- 
ed, from a famous Philadelphia steel 
company—of the same lightweight 
steel submitted for the initial test, 
which was dented by the bullet, but 
which refused to let it through even 
after repeated blows. The army rifle © 
has a striking energy of 2,430 foot+ 
pounds and a muzzle velocity of 
2,700 fect per second.

THE IMPORTANT PART PLAYED BY 


NAVAL WARFARE 


BARBED WIRE ENTANGLEMENTS OF THE 


OCEAN 


Mine Fields Answer Just the Same Purpose Afloat as the Barbed 
Wire Entanglements Do in Protecting Trenches from 


Attacks of the Enemy 


While the army is hammering away 
on the west front to break through 
“barbed wire” and other devilish en- 
tenglements of the present war, the 
navy has been rather passive. Few 
realize, however, that the navy has 
to face entanglements of a different 
sort which are just as treacherous as 
those the army has to break through. 

An up-to-date map of the North 
sea, stich as the one in the chart 
room of a British warship, is dotted 


with red marks which are added to 
daily. .They indicate the presence 
of mines, some British laid and 


some turned loose from German U 
boats, These are the “barbed wire” 
of the sea, and a nastier thing to run 
against, man, with all his ingenuity 
in devising. methods of destruction, 
has neevr contrived. One need ex- 
ert no effort of imagination to jus- 
tify the comparison, for the mine- 
field answers just the same purpose 
afloat as the barbed wire entangle- 
ment does on shore. 

Without it sea war would be a 
very different matter from what it is 
now, or-at least, in the nafrow wat- 
ers where the most important 


all 
fighting must take place. 

The mine fields limit the tmove- 
ments of the belligerent forces. Even 
the’ British grand fleet, ‘mastes 
though it be of the seas, cannot go 
wherever it pleases because of the 
mine ficlds scattered about the wat- 
ers, Whenever the sea German 
wants to “dig himself in’™at a base 
he drops a mine field in front of it, 
and behind this protection proceeds 
with his task, well knowing that no 
British admiral would be so foolisn 
as to play the enemy's game by tak- 
ing his ships inte such a dangerous 
area, 

And they are not little mine fields 
that the Germans put down, Some 
of those they have laid in the Norta 
sea are quite the biggest -“entagle- 
nents” of the kind ever constructed, 
containing, as they do thousands up- 
on thousands of floating death traps. 
No hostile ship can get through a 
miine field unle t knows the secret 
channel, and where such exist thev 
are continually being changed in 
order to prevent any of our vessels 
discovering and using them. 

Experience has taught the German 
that he cannot rely for safety even 
on his naval “barbed wire” unless 
he spends a great deal of time keep- 
ing it intact, British submarines 
are very inquisitive and have a hab- 
it of “poking their way” through his 
thorniest “entanglements,” = which 


gives the German many -uncomfort- 
able moments. 
Time and-time have our U-boats 


crept through his “barbed wire” and 


dared the German in his lair; so 
much so that he never feels wholly 
secure against them. Surface ves- 


sels, however, are quite another mat- 
ter, For them to attempt “jump- 
ing” a minefield would mean almost 
certain destruction 
Barbed wire erected against troops 
can be destroyed by artillery, ‘The 
* kind used at sea cannot be swept 
away in this fashion. A. squadron 
might bombard a minefield until its 


J guns were worn’ 6ut aifd the “ “en 
* tanglement” would still be impas- 
sable. 


Minefields play the part of, con- 
cealed snares as well as protections. 
Often enough have the Germans 
tried to entice the British ships into 
them, though never once have they 
succeeded in ‘doing this. © Numbers 
of such traps,were laid for John Jel 
licoe, and he fell into none of them. 
In fact, the only ships lost in’ Ger- 
inan, minefields have been the Ger- 
mans’ Sin’ 


ence of these death-bestrewn : 
‘docs inthe way of “roping off” ertis- 
! ing ‘grounds one, becomes the better 
able tg understand certain naval 
happenings which might otherwisé 
seem a bit puzzling, Such, for ex- 
ample, as the periodic “comings out” 
of the German high seas flect, Every 
now and again if is reported by Ber- 
lin that “Our high seas fleet went 
out into the North sea yesterday 
2,and returned again without  mecting 
the enemy.” 

For all practical purposes two 
- fleets. might_as well have a-stretch 
ef dry land between them as a mine- 
field, since the one is no more pas- 
sable to ships than the other, and so 
long as the German high seas flcet 
keeps within the shelter of its miles- 
wide/ minefields, it may’ continde | to 
“come out” with impunity.

Great Britain cantot send one 
ounce of food to. her armies it 
trance by sea, She cannot forward 
a single unit Of reiforcement except 
by sea, She cannot receive the aid 
of a single man from Canada, Aus- 
tralia or India except by sea. She 
could not have stayed in this war 
three months if Germany had been 
able by means of submarines to pre- 
vent her from transporting traops 


and military supplies by water, She 
probably’ could not remain in the 


war three months longer if Germany 
could cut off this military transport 
now. \ 

Anything approaching a blockade 
of Britain would cut off this military 
use of the sea, and there would not 
he the slightest need for eneroach- 
ing on a single neutral right. If how- 
ever, Germany cannot prevent, Great 
ain from using the sea to rein- 
force and supply her armies, if she 
cunnot even prevent Great Britain 
from closing access to Germany by 
sea, what possibility can there be of 
forcing Britain to terms by sinking 
neutral or even enemy merchant 
ships? If Great Britain can maintain 
lier military and naval use of the sea, 
sle has omy to extend the methods 
employed for the protection of trans- 
ports in order to insure a food sup 
ply for -her own population.—From 
the Buffalo Exp

Developing Resources 


Directing the Work of Cultivating 
« Idle Lands in Britain 


Feeding Britain with home-grown 
foodstiffs is the problem on whicn 
three British governmental depart- 
ments have been working in close co- 
operation, The Director of Nation- 
al Service, the Agricultural Secretary, 


and the Food Controller have their 
plans. almost completed, and they 
promise a public declaration that 
vill be almost revolutionary. It is 
remarkable how well the secret of 
Britain's agricultural capacity has 


been kept. The Land Enquiry Com- 


mittee has issued wonderfully com- 
plete statistics regarding every cul- 
tivated acre. - Descriptions are re- 
markably complete and elaborate. 
Anyone inquisitive about the’ kind of 
il, the leading crops, the yields per 
acre, the conditions of cultivation, or 
the price of products can find all the 
information desired. But when it 
comes to the uncultivated areas that 
should be yielding, there is a striking 
dearth of information. 

The men who are keeping land 
idle for their own amusement or van- 
i and, incidentally, keeping men 
idle, are most discreetly silent about 
it. They succeed in directing all 
statisticians elsewhere. Some of 
them are fencnig off comfortable 
areas in Canada and in the United 
States, and in this, too, they are not 
courting the statistician or employ- 
ing publicity agents, Evidently the 
idle land has been discovered, The 
Director of National Service, accord 
ing, to a classification of industries as 
as essential and non-essential, will di- 
rect the’ workers in‘the non-essential 
to cultivate the land, Every man 
and woman capable of using a hoe 
or, doing the lightest farm work will 
he énrolled in the civilian army. 1 
Uritain adopts-a wise land system it 


should be a good omen for Canada 
We copied her bad system, and 
some of her people are taking adyan- 
tage ‘of our ‘fol and we Nba tbe

To Train Airmen Here 


Canada to Form Wing of 
Royal Flying Corps 

It is officially announced 
wing offthe imperial royal flying 
corps is to be formed in» Canada. 
This wing will consist of squadrons 
for training purposes to be recruited 
entirely in Canada and officered, as 
far as passible, with Canadian offi- 
cers sent back from overseas. 

On completion of preliminary 
{training, candidates will be sent to 
England for higher training, and, af- 
ter successfully .passing the _ test, 
will be given commissions as flying 
officers in the royal flying corps. 
The schenre is to enable candidates 
to have instruction in flying free of 
expense, 

The machines will be built in Can- 
ada, and,.as far as possible, material 
and plant will be purchased in the

When we 
think of the future of our ex-soldiers, 
we must especially think of turning 
them into,land settlers and food pro- 
diicers. Wertmay hope to see miny 
of them at work Upon the land in the 
mother country, but the wider spaces 
and freer life of Canadian lands must 
prove irresistibly attractive to large 
numbers, and we must set to work 
now if we are not to sec ex-service 
ten pass to foreign lands and lose 
their British citizenship, as they did 
after the South African War,—Cana- 
dian Gazette.

Ask Farmers to 
Increase Production 


Dominion Minister. of Agriculture 
Makes New Appeal to Grain 
Growers 


Hon. Martin Burrell, minister 
agriculture, has issued an appeal to 
the agriculturalists and people of 
Canada generally to increase produc: 
tion during the present year, The 
appeal says: 

“Facing the fateful days which lie 
before us in this third and sternest 
year of the war, we realize with in- 
creasing clearness how vital a factor 
in the final decision the food supply 
must be. The government of this 
country fully appreciates what the 
farmers have done durifig the past 
two years, In urging them to main- 
tain their efforts, though confronted 
with more difficult conditions, I do it 
net because of the high prices which 
will doubtless hold for nearly all 
food products, but because of the 
important and. special service which 
Canadian agriculture can render the 
empire at this juncture, All who as- 
sist in this work render a great ‘ser- 
vice to the state. I do not say the 
greatest work is done by those, who, 
facing death, daily serve their coun- 
try at the battlefront. Thousands oi 
us cannot so serve, but we, who are 
mercifully free from the iron heel of 
the invader—we, who know nothing 
of the terrors by sea and the priva- 
tions by which others suffer, may 
well redouble our efforts to supply 
what they may sorely need. 

“T especially appeal in this critical 
year to the citizens of our cities and 
towns who hitherto have not felt the 
necessity for directing their energies 
to food praduction. Individual  ef- 
forts, even tough small and unskill- 
ed, will in the aggregate mean much. 
By applying their labor to unculti- 
vated land near their homes, or by 
assisting farmers, everybody having 
health can accomplish something. 
There is need, not only for an in- 
creased supply, but for wise cconomy 
of food. If all labor is not efficient 
there can at least be patience and 
forbearance where partial efficiency 
is accompanied by willingness, There 
is no place in the state now for eith- 
er half-hearted service or ill-founded 
criticism, In the common task 
which faces the country, co-operation 
should be the watchword. The Do- 
minion and provincial departments of 
agriculture are already givi and 
will continue to give, spe 
tion to the many problems involved. 
The ional service board and mu 
nicipalities are also devoting their en- 
ergics to these questions, and I am

A Schedule of Wealth 


Substantial Foundation on Which Al- 
berta’s Prosperity and Hopes 
Are Based 


Alberta has shown an appreciation 
oj the advantages of mixed farnting 
and there is.in all parts of the pro- 
vince a tendency to disparage the 
practice of “mining the soil for 
wheat:” The exhaustion of the soil 
and the danger of a general disaster 
through crop failure are the unfavor- 
able features of concentration on 
wheat farming. According ta statis- 
tics furnished in the address of Mr, 
F.M. Black, president of the Calgary 
Roard of Trade, the livestock of the 
province ig valucd at $118,098,685, the 
largest item being $62,120,000 for 
621,200. horses at $100 ch. The 
record is made up of 215,033 dairy 
cows valued at $12,901,980, 209,615 
beef cattle worth $11,528,825, and 
725,376 other cattle worth $24,449,- 
280, In what may be called the in- 
ferior ordets, there are 440,310 swine 
valued at $4,403,100, and 539,100 
sheep valued at $2,695,500, In spite 
of many inducements to sell and de- 
plete stock, the aggregate record is 
$8,473,000 more than in 1915, 

While the grain crops show a de- 
crease in the yield compared with 
1915, the price has made the mone- 
tary returns greates, the totals show- 
ing an advance from $95,164,640 in 
1915 to $126,407,650 during the past 
year. Spring wheat leads the list 
with a yield Jast year of 50,500,000 
bushels from 1,439800 acres, the total 
returns being $70.875,000. Winter 
wheat yielded $1,750,000, oats $39,- 
600,000, barley $9,000,000, flax, $1,- 
462,500, rye $225,000, and hay $3,450,- 
000, Other. agricultural products 
yiclded $48,320,000 of which the chief 
item was $23,000,000 for animals 
slaughtered and sold. On Alberta’ 
side of the provincial boundary di- 
vide there are vast storés of coal, and 
these yielded during the past year 
over four and a quarter million tons. 
Estimates of this form of wealth in 
the province reach incomprehensible 
aggregates. Sixty billion tons of lig- 
nite, over forty-four billion tons of 
bituntinous coal and four hundred 
million tons of anthracite are esti- 
mates based on engineer's measure- 
nents and deductions, This vast 
store of energy may be supplemented 
by the white coal of the eastern slope 
of the Rockies, 

While these items do not exhaust 
the schedules of potential wealth and 
of annual products presented by Mr, 
Black in his address, now circulated 
in pamphlet form, they are sufficient 
to prove the substantial foundation 
on which Alberta's prosperity and 
hopes are based. In conclusion, Mr.

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Gun Photographs Target 


A New Method of Testing Marks- 
man’s Aim 


A new method of testing a marks: 
man's aim has been patented by an 
English inventor which makes ~dm- 
uuinition unnecessary, The inven- 
tion can be attached to a rifle, for 
example, without altering the latter. 
Tt consists chiefly of a small cylin- 
drical camera which fastens to the 
under side of the barrel and is fitted 
with a telescopic’ focusing device, so 
positioned that its line of focus is 
}parallel to the gun barrel, Iinme- 
diately in front of the trigger of the 
weapon a second trigger is placed, 
which is connected with the camera 
shutter by a wire. When a marks- 
man has aimed his gun and pulls the 
triggers, the camera trigger is oper- 
ated just an instant before the gun 
trigger and consequently a snap shot 
is secured of the target that the gun 
was pointed at. ‘The position of the 
target as it appears on the developed 
plate or film will indicate the acgur- 
acy of the shot. If the bull’s-eye is 
exactly in the centre it shows that 
the gun was correctly aimed.
